SYNAGOGUE 


Golders Green Site

The Federation of Synagogues 
building programme for North-West 
London was advanced on Sunday 
afternoon when the commemorative 
stone was laid at the site of a new 
synagogue in Golders Green. 

This building. to be known as the 
Sinar Synagogue, is situated in Wood- 
stock Avenue, and will replace, when 
completed, the house in the same 
road’ which ‘used for 
services for many years. 

The new synagogue, close to the 
railway bridge in Woodstock. Avenue, 
will provide accommodation for 350 
men and 100 women, and will contain 
four classrooms for children. 

It has taken some time to find a 
suitable site, and the honorary officers 


Federation. have met diffi- 
culties due to Town and Country 
Planning requirements. But it is 


hoped that the building will be in 
use in the next few months.

CHIEF RABBI CONCERNED AT 
HIGH MEAT PRICES 


“ Think of the £10-a-week Man’

The Chief Rabbi pleaded with 
shechita boards on Monday to remem- 
ber that when talking about “ the con- 
sumer” of kosher meat and poultry 
they should think in terms of the man 


whose average income was i10 a 
week. and not of the person living 


in comparative comfort. “tl want 
these . £10-a-week men -to keep a 
kosher home. to buy kosher meat ond 
poultry, and also to. belong 
Synagogue,” he stressed. 

Dr. Brodie made these remarks 
when members of the National Coun- 
cil of Shechita Boards of Great 
Britain met in’ London. They were 
discussing the distribution of  pre- 
packed kosher poultry from Man- 
chester to London and other large 
centres. 

There had been a discussion about 
whether there would have to be double 
fees charged for shechita supervision 
of the scheme so that individual 
boards should not suffer, and it was: 
felt by some members that it would 
be unfair ‘to the public to have to pay 
fees twice fo; the Same bird. 

Dr. Brodie spoke strongly about 
the need for the public to be stire that 
prices for pre-packed birds did not 
vary. the Beth Din. wanted to be 
sure that the consumer knew that the 
bird would cost. say. and. 
only. He ‘hinted that there - were 
instances where butchers who paid less 
for meat in the wholesale market did 
not. always pass on the reduction to 
the custome

The Grunwald affair has been fol- 
lowed here with the utmost inierest, 
especially after reports from. London 
of antisemitic Outbursts occasioned by 
the case. In a leading article the 
“Jerusalem Post,” the English lan- 
guage daily, attacks “ unscrupulous 
fishers in murky political waters... 
who distract the public by raising 
false issues.” It is regrettable, the 
leader adds, to “entertain the thought 
that because Jews are involved the 
matter has been over-sensationalised.” 
_ The leader criticises Lord Hailsham 
for his reference to “a ticket to Tel 
Aviv.” A man in his position, it 
states, should hesitate before suggest- 
ing that Israel has a law under which 
any criminal, defaulter, or fugitive 
is automatically given asylum. The 
“ Jerusalem Post” points out that no 
charge has been made against Mr. 
Grunwald in any British court. and

Lord Bearsted said. to 
accommodate the increased staff which 
the Home now required and. on the 
ground-floor, to house the occupa- 
tional and phvysio-therapy departments 
SO. as to make it unnecessary for 
patients to go out of. the building in 
bad weather. 

Reviewing the year’s work,. Lord 
Bearsted said that it had been possible 
to maintain the full complement of 
_114 beds as well as th: various depart- 
ments of treatment. They had been 
able to do that thanks to the gencrous 
support not only of: individual sub- 
scribers but of the various aid 
SOCIETIES. 

Because of the unrewarding nature 
of their work. Lord Bearsted con- 
‘tinued, it was becoming increasingly 
to engage suitable nursing 


deficit. said Lord Bearsted. it was ditfi- 
cult to provide the small luxuries 


which made such a great contribution 


to the happiness of the patients. He 
was, therefore, pleased to report that 
the mcome from. the Patients’ 
Amenities Fund. had increased con- 
siderably 

Changing conditions were affecting 
the work of the Home. the President 
stated. Patients. in common with the 
general population, were living longer, 
and applications for admission were 
being received from patient, in highér 
age groups. That meant that more 
patients were helpless, and that conse-

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UNIVERSITY BIAS DENIED 
Job-Seeking at Cambridge

, Allegations of anti-Jewish bias on 
the part of the Cambridge University 
Appointments’ Board are causing 
concern in spite of an assurance by 
the Board's Secretary, Mr. J. G. W. 
Davies, that the Board is not anti- 
Jewish, 

“ The Spectator ” recently published 
quotations from confidential reports 
prepared on job-seeking students and 
prospective: employers by the Cam- 
bridge Board between 1952 and 1954, 
Here are some of the remarks made: 

“Not. very appetising looking—

In a letter to “* The Spectator ” com- 


menting on these remarks Mr. Davies’ 


stated that. following a complaint by 
a graduate in 1954, an investigation 


was conducted bythe Vice-Chancellor 


then in office and by the Chairman of 
the Appointments’ Board, who had 
“viewed with deep concern any sus- 
picion of prejudice against Jewish 
people in any quarter of the 
University.” 


Mr. Davies, in his letter, said that 


.some of the words quoted “ could not 


be verified without a search through 
thousands of files, but, since those 
which could be checked were accurate, 
it was assumed that the rest were sub- 
stantially correct, though taken out of 
context. Certain of these remarks 
were acknowledged to be regrettable 
and unjustified even in private and 
confidential manuscript notes, from 
which they must have been extracted. 

“ Steps are being taken to impress 
on all executive officers of the Board 
the need to be acutely vigilant and self- 
critical in assessing any individuals of 
Jewish origin (or, indeed, those belong- 
ing to any particular religious. or racial 
group) where there was the slightest 
danger of judgment being warped by 
the influence of traditional prejudice.” 

“The Spectator” coalumnist, com- 


menting, stated: “One would hardly | 


guess from his [Mr. Davies's] letter 
that the sort of attitude (‘traditional 
prejudice’ he calls it) displayed by 
my quotations is in itself deplorable, 
or that it should surely render people

The German Supreme Court has 
decided that the Jews, as a group, 
could be offended or defamed not only 
as a race or-religious community. but 
also as surviving victims of Nazi per- 
secution. This decision has - been 
mentioned in the case. of » Arthur 
Goetze, a merchant of Abbensen near 
Hanover. who has been sentenced to 
nine months’. imprisonment by. the 
District Court here, 

The court that Goetze 
must not work a publisher . editor, 
or author for a " weed of five vears, 
and ordered the immediate seizure of 
the antisemitic: leaflet-that had been 
written by Goetze and distributed by 
him throughout the Federal Republic 
some time ago.. Dr. van Dam, Secre- 
tarv-General of the Central Council of 
: Jews jn Germany, and Dr. Curt Rad- 
lauer.. a West’ Berlin Jewish lawyer. 
who filed the initial complaint against 
Goetze, were co-plaintiffs in the trial. 


Support for Hitler” 


Goetze, a former member of. the 
strongly anti-Jewish Ludendorff- 
Bewegung,” had published the leaflet 
in 1957 to “enlighten the German 
people.” The leaflet. of which about 
10,000 copies were circulated by him, 
asserted that leading Weltmacht- 
juden (world-power Jews) sup- 
ported Hitler and were responsible for 
his. starting the Second World War 
and for becoming so powerful. 

* Orthodox world Jewry.” had become 
co-responsible for the heavy losses 
suffered by the “little Jews” during 
the Nazi régime. he said, -The accused 
stated that the Jewish financier Max 
M. Warburg had given 128 million 
marks. to. Hitler between. 1929 
1939 to finance Hitler’s election cam- 
paign and in order to help. him 

‘remove the Eastern Jews” and wage 
a ‘successful war against France. 

‘Among those who received a copy 
of the leaflet was Dr. : Radlauer, at 
West Berlin.a victim of Nazi persecu- 
tion. He. filed a complaint. against 
Goetze, eas him of insult and

Court Ruling 


The District: Court at 
Hanover ruled that there was no pub- 
lic interest in Goetze’s prosecution and 
no legal basis for court procedures, 
since the attacks contained. in. his 
article were not directed against the 


Jewish people in general or any indi- , 


vidual Jew but against what the author 
had called a “kleine Schicht eines 
iuedischen Weltmachtkluengels,” an 
undefined small group of Jews ruling 
or striving to rule the world. 

After the public prosecutor had 
protested against this decision the High 
Court at Celle rejected the arguments 
of the District Court and ordered the 
opening of court procedures 
Goetze to be tried for insulting the 
Jewish community. The High Court 
ruled that Goetze’s article was-of such 
as to. offend all Jews, 
especially the survivors of Nazi per- 
secution. - Phe over-all impression of 
the article was that everv Jew with a 
certain. influence ‘belonged the 
Jewish “*Weltmachtkluengel.” whose 
genocidal endeavours” “Goetze 
wanted to reveal to the public.

Only a closer look reveals a few 
of the drawings to be something 
beyond the ordinary child’s ken: 
a hanging, a funeral, police chas- 
ing little figures decorated with a 
Magen David—all drawn on. the 
back. of book covers, account 


concentration camp... One of 


blotting paper, 

Significantly, it. is chiefly the 
more personal. drawings, not. the 
paintings whose. subjects were 
obviously often dictated. by a 
teacher, that reflect the world of 
the ghetto. For even in the. Ghetto 
clandestine attempts were made to 


give the children. education. 
Over 150,000 people passed 
through Theresinestadt. About 


8 to 10 per cent were. children. 
Only 20,000 of the total survived. 

The exhibition is arranged by 
age group, technique, and. subject 
matter. The titles read like tomb- 
stones: name, born, deported to 
~ Theresinestadt, died at Auschwitz 
1944... When. one ‘reaches the 
series of drawings, the. seeming 
end-of-term classroom show 
becomes a chamber of» horrors. 
‘A. boy hangs from gallows, 


holding a Star of David aloft, an 
icon-like. image drawn from 
previous witnessing of an 
obviously Christian ritual; here it 
becomes the symbol of Judaism, 
of why the boy was done to death. 
‘Above. the gallows, a figure leans 
against a post, a bottle at his feet, 
obviously drunk. 
ing shows a family, parents and 
children, following a child's coffin.

Yet another shows a “ transport” 
as a train in which every one sits 
comfortably by a window, some- 
thing that was not drawn from 
experience. but from the child's 
memory of his other world, like 
the rendering of the formal festive 
Seder table, where all the little 
girls wear ribbons in their hair. 
The paintings express something 
else, the longing for the world 
outside the Ghetto, the good life 
lost. There are idyllic country 
views, seen through the child’s 
own window, and swimming pools, 
and gardens, all rendered in loving 
and -well-remembered detail— 
and butterflies. There were no

butterflies at Theresienstadt,. as 
one can read in Pavel Friedman’s 
beautiful -poem, which is_ printed 
in the catalogue. (This line from 
the poem was the title of a Cannes 
prize-winning film about the paint- 
ings. made. by the | Czechs). 
Altogether, the diaries and notes 
left by the children are far more 
eloquent and heartrending than the 
paintings. 

Some of the works have been 
influenced by weli-known Czech 
“children’s” painters: But there 
is an inescapable sombreness 
about the show, even in the 
abstract exercises of the advanced 
pupils. 

The .240  water-colours’ and 
sketches on. show. were. loaned 
from the State Jewish Museum in 
Prague, and are part of the 4,000 
children’s paintings found in. the 
Ghetto, which was about 56 miles 
north of Prague. 


The layout of the show has. 
been arranged in Israel by_ the 
young Jerusalem painter § and 
teacher, Yehuda Bacon, who 
learned to paint in Theresienstadt. 
Another survivor now teaching 
drawing in Israel is Dita Pola- 
chova, whose compellingly gloomy 
wash-silhouette of the Theresa 
Barracks is on show.

JEWISH CHILDREN IN 
CHRISTIAN MISSIONS 


Counter-Measures 
Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Nearly 1,500 Jewish children have 
been taken out of the care and 
influence of Christian missionaries in 
Israel and placed in Jewish homes 
and institutions; but another 1,200 


children are still in missionary estab- 


lishments, whére they are given 

benefits —- comfortable 
shelters, food, clothing, and school- 
ing—which the immigrant parents 
could not afford to provide and 
which even the State is unable as yet 
to give them. 7 

These facts provide the measure 
of both the achievement 
Yaldenu and of the task which still 
lies to its hands. Keren Yaldenu, a 
non-political organisation, was 
founded six years ago in Israel with 
the specific aim of protecting Jewish 
children, particularly among the poor 
newcomers from the Oriental coun- 
tries, from the influences of. the 
nearly 450. missionaries who . are 
active in the State of Israel. Its 
method is to enlighten parents on the 
danger inherent in the gifts which 
the missions offer to their children. 
The Keren organisation also provides 
youth centres, kindergartens, and 
clubs. to. compete with the facilities 
which .the missions offer. 


Outside Help 


The Keren Children’s. Fund ts 
helped by friends outside Israel, and 
Keren 
Yaldenu was formed, under the joint 
patronage of the Chief Rabbi, the 
Haham, and Mrs. David Sassoon, 
about five years ago. .

You are yourself to blame for all 
this destruction, in that you used

house, for he arranged everything 
to be used in its proper time. Had 
you set aside a time for the use 
of all that you found and resorted

Watchfulness . 


Whoever wishes to keep watch 


over himself’ must. comply with. 


the following two requirements. 
In the first place, he must know 
what constitutes the true good 
and is therefore to be striven after, 
and what is unquestionably 
bad and therefore to be avoided. 
Secondly, he must be able to 
Classify cach of his actions as 
either good or evil... He should 
do this at all times, while he is 
active no. less than when he {is 
quiescent. He should not enter 
upon any course of action with- 
out first determining its character. 
Moreover, when he is not active 
he should review in his mind his 
habitual activities and appraise 
them with the purpose of eliminat- 
ing the evil and of making strong 
and endurable whatever good they 
contain. If he discover in them 
the least trace of evil he should 
not give himself rest until he 
thinks of some plan whereby he 
might depart from it and be 
rid of it. 

“Tt were . better.” said our 
sages, “for man not to have been 
created ; but now that he has been 
created, let scrutinise his 
works.” Another version has it : 
“ Let him constantly attend to his 
works.” But. either version is 
necessary and useful admonition. 
To “ scrutinise” means to investi- 
gate one’s conduct as a whole, 
and to note whether it contains 
anything which may be con- 
sidered a transgression of the 
Divine commandments. What- 
soever is of that nature must be 


ptterly eradicated. On the other

There is 
no one solution to all our prob- 
lems. But here we have a special 
problem : the merging of immi- 
grants. The present system of 
elections works against it: it 
facilitates splits; it emphasises 
differences, whether real or 
jmaginary or artificial. And unfor- 
tunately we have many sections 
which have no réal raison d’étre 
whatsoever, 

Apart from that, this electoral 
reform will ensure a more effec-

Government; But it is.one thing 
to denounce the Government and

Government and People 


We -need effective. and 
responsible Government.

Now we have five parties in the 
Coalition, and each makes state- 
ments which are not ‘those of. the 
entire) Government... 
parties of the so-called. Left have 
an imternational policy. which is 
against the majority of labour in 
the country and against the great 
majority ofthe people. The same 
thing applies to other. parties. 
Each is small in numbers, but can 


create crises and extort from the 


Government those things: which it 
could not obtain from the people. 
because: the Government cannot 
have a crisis every day. A small 
group which knows it will never 
be called upon to implement what 
it says Can and does say irrespon- 


sible things, and this demoralises 


even the best people. Each group 
wants to exist, and in order to do 
so, What it does is not always in 
the interests of the country. The 
fact that. an Opposition may be 
called upon to form a Govern- 
ment compels. it to be more 
responsible. 


Need for Unity 


~ Constituency elections lead to 
more unity, and no other people 
‘needs unity as we do. We are not 
yet a people. Immigrants have 
come from a hundred different 
countries, separated not only by 
geographical distances but by dis- 
tance of time, for some of them 
are. from the fourteenth or 
fifteenth century, and there is a 


great need to bring all these 
together. 
No, changing the electoral 


system will not solve all our prob- 
lems, but it will heal our internal 
political ills and ensure an. effec- 
tive Government and respon- 
sible and healthy Opposition. 


G.Z. Do you, then, envisage 
that the change in the electoral 
system would bring about the dis- 
appearance of all the smaller 
parties, and the religious parties 
as well ? | 

B.-G. There will not, of course, 
be only two parties immediately. 
It will be a gradual process. But 
so far as the religious parties are 
concerned, we [Mapai] have more 
religious people than they have 
altogether. 

G.Z. Where, then, is the place 
for religion in the State of Israel ? 


B.-G. The religious parties 
agreed when they signed the 
Declaration of Independence, and, 
as you know, they were in all 
Governments till last year... .

is no Jewish future : the Jews put — 


themselves out of court with God 
and by rejecting their 
heaven-sent opportunity to 
become Christians or Muslims. 
This Muslim-Christian view will 


seem as fantastic to a Hindu or. 


a Chinese as it seems to a Jew. 
At the same time a Chinese or a 
Hindu will be no more convinced 
by the Jews’ claim to be “the 
Chosen People” than he will be 
by the Christians’ and the Mus- 
lims’ rival pretensions that God 
has transferred this réle from the 
Jews to them. 


Supreme Achievement 
A Chinese or a Hindu would 
probably single out the Jewish 
conception of the nature of God 
as being both the supreme 
achievement of Jewish history 
and the key to the Jewish future. 
This vision of absolute spiritual 
reality as being a person might 
not be an East Asian philo- 


sopher's own way of seeing 
‘reality. But he would be 
impressed by the difference 


between the Jewish vision of the 
One True God-—just and loving. 
besides being all-powerful—and 
the common run of. personified 


deities. Most of these have been 
national war-gods, and this ts 


how Yahveh, too, is presented 


in the oldest strata of the Torah. ° 


What is impressive in Jewish 
history is that. in the course of 
two. critical centuries. of it, 
Yahveh, the capricious and. vin- 
dictive man of war,” was trans- 
figured into the God of Deutero- 
Isaiah. . In Deutero-Isaiah’s book 
the present-day Jewish vision of 
God is already complete. The 
Pharisees afterwards worked it 
out in detail. But the God who 
is “Our Father in Heaven,” as 
the Pharisees called Him, was 
already manifest to at least one 
Jewish prophet before the end ot 
the Babylonish Captivity. 


Change Consummated 


The conception of the nature 
of the god of Israel and Judah 
had already begun to change in 
Palestine before these two 
Palestinian States were succes- 


sively extinguished. But the 
change was consummated in 


Babylonia among the deportees 
from. Judah; and we can see, 
from what they have written, that 
this revolution in their picture of 
their national god was a response 
to their challenging experience of 
national disaster. This 
fronted them with two alternative 
possibilities. If Yahveh was 
nothing more than just Judah’s 

national god, then he was a 
defeated god, and the deportees 


might as well transfer their 
allegiance to Yahveh’s_ con- 
_queror Marduk-Bel and merge 
with the Babylonians. The 


deportees were, however, deter- 
mined to preserve their distinc- 
tive communal identity even 
under the apparently prohibitive 
condition of having to maintain 
it as a dispersed minority in 
exile. They could not. preserve 
it without preserving their faith 
in it; and they could not pre- 
serve their faith in their com- 
munity without preserving their 
faith in this commurity’s god. 
So they refused to interpret their 


national disaster as_ signifying 
‘that Yahveh proved. a 


broken reed. The alternative was 
to see him as the author of their 
disaster, and this meant that he 
must be almighty, 
all-merciful.

This is, indeed, a marvellous 
example of rapid and effective 
adaptation.. Before the Exile, 
the key institutions of Judah had 
been a territorial State and the 
ritual worship of the national god 
in the Temple at Jerusalem 
(which had recently acquired a 
monopoly, at the expense of the 
former. rural shrines). The 
deportees had lost both these 
institutions ;

A Jewish. Mystique 


O story is more familiar to 
the Jewish child and adult 


than. that known in 
Hebrew as the Binding — of 
Isaac.” : It “has never’. ‘been 
referred .to by Jews as the 
sacrifice”’ of Isaac because, as 


is well known, the young lad was 
saved by Divine ‘intervention. 
Throughout the ages it has been 
taught by Jewish commentators 
that the object of this story was 
not merely to demonstrate 
Abraham’s steadfastness in a 
peculiarly difficult trial but to 
show that, unlike their heathen 
neighbours, Israel did not believe 
in human sacrifice as a means of 
appeasing the Deity. 


Poignant Event 


This story, 
of Isaac’s birth, occupies a strik- 
ing position in the liturgy for the 
New Year Festival. It forms the 
subject for the reading of the 
Torah on these important days, 
in every Selichah service 
during the Days of. Penitence 
there is always included a poem 
that is woven around this poignant 
event. One of the reasons given 
for the sounding of the Shofar 
is that it is to recall the binding 
of Isaac. What is the reason for 
the prominent place that the 
Akedah takes on these days in 
the Jewish year? Has it any 
particular message to give to this 
generation ? 

There is no hint in the Bible 
of any connection between the 
Days of Awe and the story. of 
[saac. In the Mishna, which was 
completed by C.F. 200, although 
the portion of the Torah for the 
Day of Atonement ordered to be 
read is the very same as that 
which we recite today, namely 
the service or Avodah of the high 
priest on that day, the only 
portion prescribed for the New 
Year is that concerning the 
Festival sacrifice.

What, then, is the essential 
teaching of the Akedah ? Surely 
that the Deity does not require a 
father to sacrifice his son as 
evidence of his love for and devo- 
tion to Him. If we now look at 
the world in which the sages who 
stressed this event in the history 
of Abraham lived, we see that 
they were surrounded by people 
who were preaching this doctrine 
without restraint. The newly 
arisen Christian community was 
teaching that the Almighty had 
willingly seen his only begotten 
son, Jesus of Nazareth, sacrificed 
upon the cross in order that 
through him humanity might be 
saved.

There are, however, also 
deeper spiritual currents at work, 
which may act as an antidote 
both to the decline of idealistic 
cohesion and to the old type of 
idealism. The State 1s there, with 
its army and postage stamps, its 
balance of payment and shaky 
government coalitions. Whence 
is its specifically Jewish inspira- 
tion to come? 


Teacher's Problem 


I can still remember .. the 
despair of a former student of 
mine who became a secondary 
school-mistress teaching history. 
“How was she to teach history 
to her children? . Where are the 


colourful heroes to. catch the 
imagination, the suspense of 
gréat battles and dramatic 


political clashes to fascinate the 
young mind? They cannot be 


fed endlessly . with names of 
earned rabbis and stories of 


martyrdom and expulsion.” And 
it is hard to convey to the very 
young the sense .of awe. and 
mystery that the uniqueness of 
the Jewish fate may inspire with 
the reflective. 

On the other hand, there is the 
acute embarrassment of ‘highly 
educated secularised parents at a 
loss how to bring up their chil- 


dren who are craving for Friday. 


night candles. and the glitter of 
ceremony, and are stirred by 


vaguely religious intimations. 
“Of course they ought to know 
these things, and it is important 
also that they should experience 
them; but if you yourself do not 
believe in them, how Is one to go 
through the motions, feeling half- 
ashamed ? ” 

This is the background for the 
teaching of “ Jewish conscious- 
ness”? introduced a year or two 
ago into the school curriculum, 
which malicious tongues describe 
as anthropology and_ folk-lore. 
No wonder that in such a situa- 
tion the religious are steadily 
mounting an offensive whereas 
the secular, irritated as they may 
be with the Orthodox pressure, 
find themselves on the defensive. 
A feeling of reverence for. the 


six million Jews who_ perished. 


under Hitler and who in their 
majority lived within the fabric 
of the Jewish. tradition adds to 
the malaise. 

There are two issues in Israel 
which, each in its own way, bring 
into relief some of the most 
fundamental problems of Israchi 
society and are at the same time 
of universal significance. These 
are the problem. of the kibbutz 
and the question of the Oriental 
Jews. 

The kibbutz has been for two 
generations the myth of Zionism 
and the Yishuv’s badge of pride. 
And it was indeed a specifically 
Jewish-Palestinian achievement : 
men and women came together 
to share everything to 
dedicate themselves to an ideal 
because they so freely deter- 


mined, without any police to 
compel them. 

Marxist theory fused with 
Rousseau’s and Tolstoy’s dreams 
of a life of simplicity and of a 
return to nature, and the united 
seed fell on the fertile ground of 


youthful and naive Jewish rebel- 


lion against the occupations of 
their parents, their obsession with 
money, and the. corruption of 
urban civilisation: 

The kibbutzim were the true 
vanguard of Zionism. They con- 
tained what was best in Jewish 
youth the world over. Tender 
consciences who stayed out felt 
a sense of guilt and moral 
inadequacy. From every point 
of view-—pioneering achievement, 
defence, cultural effort, and 
moral prowess——-they were the 
pathfinders. Then came the 
State, and, paradoxically, by its 
very: emergence it dealt a terrible 
blow to the kibbutz. The State 
created new legends—those of the 
Army, government service, 
other public ‘institutions _ which 
took off the cream of kibbutz 
manpower—it may be © said 
deprived, it of its best elements 
and leadership. 

Absorbing Immigrants 

The kibbutz played a very 
minor role in the great epic of 
absorbing mass immigration. 
the first. place, there were too 
many for even: an. appreciable 
proportion to be taken into kib- 
butzim. Then, the kibbutz does 
not admit all and sundry—only 
the select and the ideologically 
and psychologically congenial. 
The immigrants who had passed 
agonising years in concentration 


and D.P. camps. or for. that 
matter in regimented systems

behind the Iron Curtain, longed 
for privacy, wished to be alone 
with their families, and were dis- 
inclined to live again in the mass. 
Oriental Jews ‘have not the 
essential requirements for kibbutz 
life. 


From having been in the fore- 


front, under the admiring gaze of 
all, the kibbutz found itself, as it 
were, by-passed, on. the margin 
of things. And then they had 
also grown well off and comfort- 


able, -after years of extreme 
privation and hardship. G. K. 


Chesterton’s saying that nothing 
fails like success became applic- 


able to the kibbutzim in the same 


way as to that for: which it was 


meant —— medieval Christian 
monasticism. . 
Kibbutzim of. old standing 


nowadays look prosperous and 
lovely, with their flower-beds, 
plenty of trees which have. had 
enough time to grow and spread, 
‘with their impressive assortment 
of vehicles and machines ofall 
kinds (there. is a passion for 
mechanisation): and yet the 
places are not the same. Islands 
of security, and no longer eagle’s 
nests: or fortresses of the 
embattled and determined, their 
membership, if not declining, is 
‘not growing. There is. an 
embarrassed wondering when the 
kibbutz gives a send-off party to 
-a hardy boy or a girl: will he or 
she come back from the army ? 
Will he or she not pick up an 
urban partner and follow him or 
her into town ? 


Kibbutz Future 


It is difficult to prophesy what 
the future holds out for the 
kibbutz, whether it will stay as 
a permanent feature of the Israeli 
landscape or prove a_ passing 
phenomenon which was _ called 


into being and maintained 
by exceptional circumstances ; 


whether it will continue to be a 
school of character and the 
preserve of the elect or rather 
a retreat for the quiet and 
commonplace. 

The problem has 
implications which transcend. the 
Israeli scene. Can the collec- 
tivist. form of existence endure 
without. coercion, without a 
deeply religious sense of mission 
—as in the case of monasticism ; 
for how long can it continue 
without an atmosphere of intense 
preparedness for the imminent 
achievement of some epoch- 
making goal? It is rather dis- 
couraging to reflect that none of 
the secular Utopian phalansteries 
tested for generations in various 
parts of the world have lasted. 

If the problem of the kibbutz 
epitomises the moral dilemmas 
of a people whose past and 
whose deeply embedded instincts 
of religious confraternity prevent 


far-flung 


it from taking the here-and-now 
for granted, and make it hanker 
for a life of- service, while also 
wishing to have its normal flesh- 
and-blood desires gratified, the 
growing weight of the Oriental 
masses is overwhelming Israeli 
society with other problems 
which had no place at all in the 
schemes and prophecies — of 
Zionist theoreticians and. which 
threaten to disrupt all the 
patterns shaped by and_ for 
immigrants from Europe. 

The spectre of a “racial pro- 
blem” in Jewish. country 
looks like a trick played bya 
‘malicious spirit. The nationalist 
and strongly egalitarian. vision of 


tribes, 


classes, traditions fused 
into one indivisible. people is 
being belied by the stubborn 
realities which inevitably relegate 
a backward, illiterate, unskilled 
mass into a position of social 
inferiority, of hewers of wood 
and drawers of water. Not less 
alarming is the fact that, in spite 
of the community. of religious 
faith, the Oriental Jews have for 
centuries not shared the experi- 
ences which moulded the charac- 
ter of their Western. brethren. 


Intellectual Vitality 


The Jews in Europe have not 
been less. oppressed, indeed they 
were rather more actively perse- 
cuted. than were the Jews of 
North Africa and the Middle 
East. .. Yet they. preserved an 
astonishing intellectual vitality 
which, with the breaking down 
of the walls of the ghetto and the 
new facilities for emigration into 
the West, burst .upon the world 


like. a torrent. The. Oriental 
and North African Jews 


remained stagnant. for. centuries, 


-in fact, during the Middle Ages 


they. regressed a thousand years 
—and stayed there. In this they 
shared the fate of. the popula- 
tions in the midst of which they 


lived; and the reason. for. this 
sterility was the Ottoman. con- 
quest.. Wherever it spréad_ its 


dominion human. creativeness and 
social spontaneity were. strangled 


by the dead hand of a. despotic 


régime, and flourishing civilisa- 
tions shrivelled and died.

The essential requirement of. 


any formal device in art:is that it 
should appear inevitable, that it 
should help to achieve the exact 
curve of the meaning and work tn 
intimate organic relationship with 
the whole texture of the utterance.

continually being brought down to 
earth by an intrusive word

Now the question of the biblical 
cliché in the piyyut is a central 
one, for many of the pivyutim are 
constructed . round biblical 
phrases, and one of the several 
recognised forms of this kind of 
liturgical. poetry has. a_ biblical 
verse. at the opening of each 
stanza. If we look at Psalm cxxxix 
we shall see the biblical origin of 
the pivyut I have been discussing, 
and if we compare the two poems 
closely we can observe the adapta- 
tions of the Psalmist’s phrases 
made by the pivyutan, The 
Psalm has a wonderful limpidity 
of expression. Where the pivvut 


has a somewhat redundant paral- 


lelism of expression 33%

The: piyyut shows none of thts 
fresh and confident use of cosmo- 
logical imagery. It echoes 
“wings” in a somewhat different 
context, and. where it achieves 


eloquence does so through empha- 
sis. or cumulation 


rather than 
expansion. This is inevitable ‘in 
any religious poetry where the 
poet is tied to.a limited number of 
themes and expected to provide 
an embroidery on known biblical 
texts. Jewish liturgical poetry. 1s 
limited from the outset to being 
variations on a theme. To read 
it properly we must see the bibli- 


. cal quotation not as a cliché but 


as part of the theme on which 
variations are being played. To 
take up, expand, paraphrase, and 
circle round a verse the 
Psalms-is part of the basic inten- 
tion of the pivyutan, who is not 
creating romantic poetry of free 
self-expression but constructing a 
strictly controlled poetry 
mined by a religious and a liturgi- 
cal tradition. 


Elaborate Form 


The paradox about the piy- 
vutim 1s often that while on the 
one hand they. are communal 
poems depending on a communal 
tradition for their understanding 
and appreciation, on the other 
they are often so elaborate in 


form and difficult in expression 


that only the individual scholar in 
his. study can fully grasp them. 


Modern. scholarship. on_ seven- 
teenth-century English’ religious 


poetry has shown how. much 
was bound by patterns of religious 
meditation expression 
developed through a long tradition 
of devotional hterature.° Yet the 
seventeenth-century English poets 
were bolder than the medieval 
Jewish. liturgical poets in the 
degree to which they gave expres- 
sion to personal doubts and 
ecstasies, 


Having it Both Ways 


In a sense it can be said that the 
Jewish liturgical poet wanted to 
have it: both ways, wanted to be 
both communal and personal, to 
speak for the religious experience 
of his people yet at the same time 
But even 
at best the voice was that of the 
expert composer of variations on 
a theme already given. The result 
is that most piyyutim are difficult 
to judge in isolation: they are so 
packed with direct or oblique 
references to biblical and other 
known texts that their art often 
consists wholly in the way these 
references. are manoeuvred and 
deployed. To attempt to read 


them as poems without an aware- 


ness of the whole background of 
reference would be like trying to 
read Milton without any know- 
ledge of the Bible or the 
Classics. 

Nevertheless, just as in music 
a composer can demonstrate real 
originality in his variations on a 
theme written by another com- 
poser, so every now and again a 
piyyut can soar into original and 
moving eloquence. Those of us 
who have practised a musical

an exercise but a work of art in 
its own right. Something like that 
can happen to piyyutim, and, 
indeed, it happens to 
for all its moments of undue 
labour, For in spite of everything 
the author retains control of the 
movement of the poem, and the 
‘ise and fall of emotion as it 
moves between prostration and 
confidence is finely handled. It 
is altogether a much finer poem 
than those barren alphabetical

handled, can bring. 

One feels in reading these 
paragraphs that they show a total 


confusion of literary tradition ; a 
loss of the biblical literary forms 


of parallelism and balance, with- 
out any comparable gain, only 
perfunctory attempts to arrange 
words in ordered groups and some 
horrible rhyming jingles (as in 
PN). One finds 
the same sort of thing in medieval 
Latin poetry, if that is any com- 
fort. Hebrew in the Middle Ages 
was in a position not unlike that

new discipline of rhyme. The loss 
to Hebrew-was the greater: that 
any language should have been 
reduced at any period in tts his- 
tory .to the kind of thing we sce in 
the painfully jingling %33¥ cata- 
logue, so often repeated on 
the Festivals, is barely credible. 
But rhyme is not always dtsas- 
trous. The pizmon (hymn with 
refrain) by Solomon bar Abun, 
PINT 35 has always struck 
me as unusually felicitous tn tts 
handling of rhyme as well as in the 
moving emphasis with which each 
stanza ends with the wordTan. It 
is, however, never given much 
attention in the service. lt 
occurs in the Yom Kippur morn- 
ing service.)

I am not, of course, the first 
person to complain of the barren

I am concerned 
however, with the literary quality 
of these poems, Ingenuity in itself 


is not necessarily a defect in 
‘poetry, 


religious or any other 
kind; but it must be properly 
fused with passion. I find Hebrew 
liturgical poetry most satisfying 
when it keeps to the simpler, ele- 
mental metaphors of times and 
seasons. When 1 want to read a 
Hebrew prayer which possesses 
real grace and style I turn not to 
anything exclusive to the Holy- 
day liturgy but to the opening 
paragraph of the ordinary evening

den Vélkern.” The assumption 
of a universal Jewish peoplehood 
is more impressive in the 
simplicity of its implication than 
if it were laboriously argued and 
stressed. 


Threat to Security 


Early in 1955 Israel’s security 
position became .acutely perilous. 
Under the Soviet-Czech arms 
transaction Egypt was becoming 
massively reinforced ; and Israel’s 
efforts to redress the balance had 
not yet brought tangible results. 
It was not until late in April, 
1956, that crucial deliveries from 
France took place, while simul- 
taneously, under the impact of 
the fedayeen episode, Secretary 
Dulles agreed to release twelve 
jet fighters of the Mystere type 
from ‘the American contingent to 
Nato and to use his good 
offices for the supply of 24 Sabre 
jets from another source. In any 


case the discussions in Parts, 
Washington, and, later Ottawa, 


were unknown to the public. And 
it seemed as if Israel’s -efforts 


were yielding a totally negative 
‘| return. 


On April 5, 1955, Mr. Reuven 
Dafni, the Consul of. Israel in 
New York, was astonished. to 
receive the following letter: 


112 Mercer Street, 
Princeton, 
New Jersey. 


“ Dear Mr, Dafni, 

“| should ‘very much like to 
assist our Israel cause under the 
prevailing difficult and dangerous 
circumstances. The question. is 


how this: could be done effec- 


tively. As it seems to me, the 
public would be very little 
impressed by a speech about the 
mere cultural achievements of 
Israel, of which the development 
of atomic energy for peaceful 


uses is only a special and rela- 


tively unimportant detail. I am 
saying this in consideration of the 
fact that the Israeli-Arab diffi- 


culties are so much more in the 


public consciousness. 

“It seems to mie, therefore. 
that an evaluation of the political 
situation is necessary to make 
any impression on public opinion. 
I even believe that. a somewhat 
critical attitude concerning the 
behaviour of the world Powers 
towards Israel and the Arab 
States could have a salutary 
influence. It is easier for me to 
say those things than for any 
person connected officially with 
organised Jewish life. 

“To do this well it has to be 
carefully prepared in co-operation 
with responsible Israelis. Hoping 
to hear from you without loss of 
precious time: 


Yours sincerely, 
(signed) Albert Einstein.” 


On receiving the report of this 
letter from the Consul I tele- 
phoned _ Professor Einstein 
immediately and arranged to be 
received by him in Princeton. 
Professor Einstein told me that 
he saw the rebirth of Israel as 
one of the few political acts in 
his lifetime which had an essenti- 
ally moral quality. He believed 
that the conscience of the world 
should, therefore, be involved in 
Israel’s preservation. He had 


always refused the requests of 
television and radio networks to 
project his. views to public 
opinion. This issue, however, 
seemed to him to be of such 
importance that he was actually 
taking the initiative, through me, 
of seeking the opportunity to 


address the American people and

the world. He showed me the 
draft which he had begun to pre- | 


pare. He had reached the end 


of a long preamble on the Cold 
_ War and wished to hear my views 


at greater length before discussing 
the political aspects of the Middle 
Eastern situation. Mr. Dafni, 
who accompanied me on. this 
visit, has recorded the conversa- 
tion which then took place. 


Appeal to World 
The Professor’s mind ranged 


broadly over the international 


scene ; came to rest with solemn 
grief on the consequences of his 
1945 letter to President Roose- 
velt ; and came back to the ques- 
tion whether man’s political talent 
would ever control and dominate 
the forces which his scientific 
genius had liberated. Finally, 
Professor Einstein reverted to his 
purpose of dramatising Israel’s 


precarious security by an appeal 


to the conscience of the world. 

His discourse also rested on 
lighter matters. 
me his admiration for the central 
message of prophetic Judaism 
together with his revulsion against 
ritual clericalism. He saw 
nothing in the unitary and mono- 
theistic concepts of Judaism 
which could not be philosophic- 
ally reconciled with nuclear 
physics, which stressed the exist- 
ence of an elemental force in the 
one indivisible atom. ~He also 
found time to discuss his neigh- 
bour, Professor Arnold Toynbee, 
whose historic generalisations he 
received with a momentous lack 
of enthusiasm. He had some 
incisive things to say about the 
kind of scholarship which began 
with sensational conclusions and 
worked its way backwards. 

It was agreed between us that 


Professor Einstein would seek the 


hospitality of the radio and. tele- 
vision networks for a speech to 
be made on Israel’s Independence 
Day, which was about a week 
ahead. Having heard my outline 
of the Middle Eastern situation 


He explained ‘to 


the Professor felt that he would : 
be better equipped to revise and 
complete his draft. Another 


oppointment was tentatively fixed 


for the second week of April. On 
that occasion Professor Einstein 
would discuss his completed draft 
with me to ascertain if his facts 
about Israel were correctly stated. 
In the meantime

works had 
responded with 
almost incredul- 
ous enthusiasm 
to the prospect 
of broadcasting 
a speech on an 
urgent contem- 
porary issue by 
adn eminent 
figure whom 
they had so long 
pursued in. vain. 
Swarms of -tech- 
nicians and 
cameramen 
began to. con- 
verge. on. 112 
Mercer Street to 
make the  pre- 
parations. 

On the morn- 
ing of my_ pro- 
jected visit to 
Princeton Il 
received a telephone call inform- 
ing me that Professor Einstein 
had. been taken ill and was in 
hospital. On April 18, 1955, I 
was informed of his death. 

At a mass meeting of tribute 
at Town Hall, New York, on 
May 14, 1955—the seventh anni-

address with the following 
words : 


“J cannot conceal my deep

N Sabbath last, the final. 
| Sabbath of the outgoing 


year, we read again the 
farewell oration of Moses, our 
Teacher, to. which one can never 


listen without deep emotion. 
One of the most impressive 
phrases used by the parting 


Leader is the following: “ The 
secret things belong unto the Lord 
our God; but the things that are 
revealed belong to us and to our 
children for ever, that we may 
do all the words of this law.” 

This phrase well reflects our 
pensive mood at the threshold of 
a New Year with all its uncer- 
tainties. What the future will 
bring no one knows; but our 
task: is as cértain as ever: “to 
do all the words of this law.”

Thus 
it is indicated that “ we and our 
children ” form: a united concept. 
This is an unmistakable pointer

Corps d'Elite 


In this essay I propose to deal 
with suggestion which, if 
accepted, will have far-reaching 
consequences for the religious life 
and survival of the Anglo-Jewish 
community.

Secret of Survival 


Everyone acquainted with 
Jewish history—especially the 
history of the Jewish mind— 
knows that the yeshiva is the 
secret of Israel's survival, the life- 
line of our people. It is there 
that the eternal stream. of Jewish 
tradition flows, shedding its 
waters into the mighty ocean of 
the Talmud. This. Talmudic 
ocean carries in its depth our 
preatest treasure, the Oral Law— 
the living tradition of our people. 
He who has immerses himself 
in the waters of this “Talmudic 
ocean has felt the purity, happi- 
ness, and inner harmony of life 
which is the glory of the Torah. 
Anyone who ‘has listened to the 
enchanting melody of learning, 
who has experienced the magic 
spell of the words 73239 13 
echoing from the walls of the 
Beth Hamedrash, knows that he 
has heard the voice of Jewish 
immortality. 

To describe the role of the 
yeshiva in Jewish life and sur- 
vival would mean to write a book 
on Jewish history, going back to 
the moment when our fathers 
stood at the foot of Sinai. How- 
ever, to define the essence of the 
yeshiva in a_ few words 1S

Torah for its own sake.” That 


‘means that the yeshiva, the tradi- 


tional Academy of Jewish Learn- 
ing, is not an institute of training 
for a special calling or profes- 
sion ; for the Torah belongs to the 
whole Jewish people. No special 
calling, no priestly caste, but the 
entire Jewish nation is the bearer 
and preserver of the Torah tradi- 
tion, and the yeshiva is its right- 
ful repository. | 
Much has. been said and 
written about the standard of 
Jewish education in this country. 
There are many devoted men and’ 
women who, both in an honorary 
and in a professional capacity, 
time, energy, and 
thought to this problem. They 
all deserve the gratitude of the 


community for their self-sacrific- 


ing labours. But he would 


indulge in dangerous self-decep- 


tion who would describe the 
position of Jewish education in 
Anglo- ‘Jewry as satisfactory. 


Wide Gulf 
The average Jew in this coun- 
try. knows litte of his spiritual 
heritage ; he does not even know 
enough for an enlightened and 
informed discussion on Judaism. 
There is evidently a wide gulf 


between the rabbinical leaders of. 


all levels and the ordinary 
Jewish population. Neither under- 
stands the other’ any longer 
because. they 
language and think in different 
terms. There seems to be no 
bridge in our days between the 
Judaism of Halacha and the 


religious feelings and yearnings 


of the ordinary. Jew. No doubt 
there is much good will on both 
sides : but the fundamental con- 
dition of an understanding is 
missing, namely a religious ter- 
minology ,which means the same 
to both sides. They use the same 
words, such as Divine Law, 
Divine Revelation, Jewish Tradi- 
tion, Jewish religious _ values, 
religious life and observances— 
but they mean something quite 
different when they apply the 
same terminology. This, in the 


last resort, .is the explanation of 


the deep rift and lack of under- 
standing that exists between 
halachic Judaism and its 
rabbinical representatives on the 


one side and the ordinary Jewish 


population on the other. And 


this applies even more to the dis- 


cussion between Orthodoxy and 
the other movements within 
contemporary Jewry.

In a previous essay in these 
columns I have drawn attention 
to the evil consequences for the 
religious, social, and political 
life of contemporary man which 
have followed the abandonment 
of the Jewish traditional view of 
the relationship of religion, law, 
and social morality. There still 
prevails in our ranks the sub- 
conscious and 
desire to assimilate Judaism as 
much as possible to the religious 
faith of the majority of the sur- 
rounding population. But by 
doing so we abandon our 
appointed task and serve neither 
the Jewish people nor mankind 
at large. Our attitude ‘to 
Halacha and Jewish law is still 
tainted by Paulinistic connota- 
tions and terminologies, such as 
“outward ceremonies,” “ rigid 
legalism,” “ritualistic minutie,” 
etc., and the completely false 
notion of the contrast of the legal 
and the spiritual elements in life.

Torah are not “ ceremonies”: 


they. are Divine thoughts 


implanted into man by symbolic. 


actions ; they are religious power 
stations which create a spirit of 
holiness within. the people of 
Israel—holiness, not in prayer 
only, but in the conduct of every- 
day life. To ask for spirituality 
and drop the Mitzvot of the 
Torah is like asking for electri- 
city and destroying the power 
stations that engender it. 

It is high time that we Jews 
returned to a Judaism organically 
understood from within. Only 
the living flow of Jewish tradi- 
tion, sustained -uninterruptedly 


for thousands of years, is capable 


of helping us.te achieve this aim. 
Those who are outside the chain 
of Jewish tradition, be they Jews 
or. non-Jews, have never been 
able to penetrate into the true 
spirit of the Torah. It. is high 
time that we Jews started relying 
once more on the truth of our 
own. tradition 
swayed by biased outside hypo- 
theses about our sacred scrip- 
tures. 

How assured our people have 
always been .of the — faithful 
transmission of our religious 


heritage is shown by the fact that 


a whole nation has joyfully com- 
mitted the preservation of its 


existence, during more than three 


thousand years, to the authority 
of this Oral tradition. This 
shows in the most striking man- 
ner how deeply convinced our 
forebears were of the truth of 


what had been handed down to. 


them by their own fathers and 


would one day be passed on to 


the children—a truth which they 
themselves had sealed with their 
life and death. 


Question of Survival 


In the generation before us, 
when the great Continental 
yeshivot were still in existence, 
Jewish life and the flow of Jewish 
tradition were assured. Then 
every community had a_ great 
number of so-called Jewish “ lay- 
men ”—Baale Batim—who had 
studied at a yeshiva and with 
whom, therefore, the rabbi of the 
community was able to have an 
informed dialogue on Jewish life 
and Jewish problems. A man 
like the famous Gaon Rabbi 
Itschak Elchanan Spector, 
Kovno, for example, was in a 
much better position than Western 
rabbis today to discuss Jewish 
questions with the lay leaders of 
his community, and to avoid a 
split of Jewry into various sec- 
tions, simply because these lay 
leaders had been former yeshiva 
students and had been trained in 
the Talmudical way of thinking. 
Indeed, the call to contemporary 
Jewry. to return to the yeshiva and 
the Beth Hamedrash has nothing 
to do with any sectional or parti- 
san approach. It is a question of 
stark survival for our people. 

Way to Salvation 

“There is one way to Salva- 
tion; where the sin was com- 
mitted the atonement must begin 
—and this one way is to forget 
the inherited prejudices and 
opinions concerning Judaism ; to 
go back to the sources of Juda- 
ism, to Bible, Talmud, and Mid- 
rash; to read, study, and com- 
prehend them in order to live 
them; to draw from them the 
teachings of Judaism concerning 
God, the world, mankind, and 
Israel, according to history and 
precept ; to know Judaism out of 
itself; to learn from. its own 
its science of life.”

The Talmud is, and will always 
remain, the high road to authentic 
Judaism; and no one in his senses 
Should try to pour the: mighty 
waters of the Talmudic ocean, 
which contains m its depth the 
religious civilisation and the pul- 
sating life of our nation, into the 
narrow basins of “religious 
faith” and “denominational wor- 
ship.” 
How, then, is the return to the 
veshiva to be achieved in actual 
practice? I am well aware of 
the difficulties involved 
question. The latest report of the 
London Board of Jewish Religi- 
ous Education shows how terribly 
hard it is to get our youngsters 
after the age “of Barmitzvah to 
continue their Jewish studies, in 
spite of the continuing efforts of 
all those concerned with Jewish 
religious: education. But here 
again it is a matter of Jewish 
public opinion, and of creating a 
vision of the proper type of Jew 


_in the mind of the Anglo-Jewish 


society. | 
Moulding Opinion 


It must become a 
to be an Am-Haaretz, 
devoid of any Talmudical know- 
ledge, especially among educated 
Jews, and above all among those 
who aspire to leadership in the 
Jewish community. The Jewish 
gentleman who has an Oxford or 
Cambridge degree and cannot 
read a line of Talmud and Rashi 
ought to become an anomaly. 

Once this position is achieved, 
with the help of a corps d’élite 
of former yeshiva students who 
are able to mould public opinion, 
the way to the yeshiva in Anglo- 
Jewry is paved. But it must be 
clearly understood that to study 
at a yeshiva does not primarily 
mean to become a_ professional 
rabbi. On the contrary: the 
lower the percentage of yeshiva 
students who intend to become 
paid religious functionaries the 
better it will be. What we des-

_ perately need is professional men, 
merchants, and craftsmen, who 
have been through a yeshiva and 
who use their station in life as 
their own mode of dedication to 
the Jewish ideals. Once we have 
such an informed Jewish “ laity ”

much more promising and less 
disappointing. The Jewish day- 
schools, provided they increase in 
number and improve their Jewish 
curriculum, can do a.great deal 
to pave the way to the yeshiva. 
The present writer knows of a 


number of old-established Anglo- - 


Jewish families who in the last few 
years have adopted the habit of 
sending their sons to a yeshiva for 
a year or two, prior to their enter- 
ing the university. 


Character Training 


Apart from the imparting of 
mere knowledge in the yeshivot, 
there is also the question of 
religious character training—the 
highest aim of Jewish education. 


With regard to this aim we can-— 


not. do better than quote the 
famous passage in the “ Sayings 
of the Fathers.” Rabbi Meir 
said : ““ Whosoever labours in the 
Torah for its own sake merits 
many things; and not only so, 
but the whole world is indebted 
to him: he is. called friend, 
beloved, a lover of the All- 
present, a lover of mankind; it 
clothes him in meekness and 
reverence ; it fits him to become 
just, pious, upright, and faithful : 
it keeps him far from sin, and 
brings him near to virtue: 
through him the world enjoys 
counsel and sound knowledge, 
understanding and strength, as it 
is said: ‘Counsel is Mine, and 
sound wisdom ; I am understand- 
ing ; power is thine’ (Prov. viii, 


14) ; and it gives him sovereignty ~ 


and dominion and_ discerning 
judgment; to him the secrets of 
the Torah are revealed; he is 
made like a __ never-failing 
fountain, and like a river that 
flows on with  ever-sustained 
vigour; he becomes 
long-suffering, and forgiving of 
insults; and it magnifies and 
exalts him above all things.” 

There cannot be any reason- 
able doubt that the only way to 
a genuine Jewish revival in our 
time leads via the yeshiva. |

be regretted. American Jews have 
etaken every opportunity to impress 
the seriousness of their concern on 
visiting Soviet leaders, and to make 
them r@lise that substantial 
sections of the American public 
share their concern. 
hoped that a. détente in the cold 
war might lead to an improvement 
in the position of Jews,.who are 
still deprived: of many of the 
elementary. rights conceded — to 
religious and other minority com- 
munities throughout the civilised 
world. The request. by American- 
Jewish leaders for a meeting with 
Khruschev, -which received 
State Department support, was 


designed not only to. put the 


Jewish case, but to ascertain cur- 
rent Soviet attitudes. 
chev’s refusal was, in itself, some- 
thing of. an answer of the least 
,encouraging nature.. Two lessons 
might be drawn from the experi- 
ence.

Sweets for a 
Good New Year 


By FLORENCE GREENBERG 


APPLES AND HONEY 


Lekach (Honey Cake) 


Self-raising flour, 12 oz.; honey, 
Ib. ; caster sugar, 4 warm water, 
1 pt. ; cooking oil, 3 tablespoonfuls ; 
ground ginger, 1 teaspoonful ; mixed 
spice, 4 teaspoonful ; bicarbonate of 
soda, 4 teaspoonful ; 2 eggs; a few 
shredded almonds. 

Sieve the flour, ginger, spice, and 
bicarbonate of soda, warm the honey, 
beat eggs and sugar lightly, add the 
oil and warmed honey, then the dry 
ingredients alternately with the water ; 
mix to a smooth batter, turn into a 
square greased tin, about 9 inches 
across, sprinkle with shredded almonds 
and bake in a slow even about one 
hour (350° Regulo No, 3). 


Honey 


Flour, 6 oz.; margarine, 3° 02. ; 

caster sugar, 3 baking powder, 1 
essence of lemon ; 
honey ; milk or water ; and 2 eggs.

Stuffed Baked Apples 


Choose large cooking apples of 
uniform size. Remove the cores and 
with a pointed knife just cut through 
the - all round the centre of each 
apple. 

Put them in a fireproof dish and 
put a teaspoonful of honey and a few 
chopped raising and nuts in the centre 


of each. Cover the bottom of the dish 


with water and 2 teaspoonfuls of sugar 
for each apple. Bake in a moderately 
hot oven, 35-45 minutes (according to 
the size of the apples). 


Pastry Fingers 


Use either short or flaky pastry. 
Roll out thinly into an oblong, then 
spread half with either of the follow- 
ing mixtures, moisten the edges and 
fold the other half over. Brush the 
top lightly with cold water -and 
sprinkle with caster sugar. Bake 20-30 
minutes, -the first 10 minutes. in a hot 
oven, then reduce to moderate. Cut 
into’ fingers before serving. 

Fillings 

(1) Spread pastry with honey and 
sprinkle with chopped nuts and dates. 

(2) Grated cooking apple. chopped 


peel and seedless raisins. Adda pinch | 


of mixed spice and sugar to taste. 


For Afternoon Tea 


(1) Add a few chopped walnuts to 


some honey and use as a sandwich 
spread with brown bread and butter. 


(2) Spread hot buttered toast with 
honey, cut into fingers and sprinkle 
with cinnamon.

SHOPPING FOR THE JEWISH TABLE—(4) 


AT THE DELICATESSEN 


By EVELYN ROSE 


HERE’S good news for the 
shopper at the delicatessen. 
At this shop of traditional 


aromas and tastes and disorders 
they've installed a refrigerator in 
and banished the 
cucumber barrel behind the scenes. 

And high time, too. 

For at this shop Jewish women 
buy more and more of those family 
favourites which were once. all 
cooked at home. And these. pre- 
cooked and highly perishable foods 
can only be as clean and pure when 
they reach the family table as they 
were when they left the factory 
where they were prepared and the 
shop where they were displayed. 
To inquire into new techniques in 
handling and display, and new 
“convenience” foods | 
recently did a tour of the delicates- 
sen world. This is what I found : 

There’s good news in packaging. 
You can buy half-pound packs of 
ready-sliced worsht, which keeps 


three times as long as shop-sliced 


worsht, and keeps moist well. 
You can buy, too, skinless sausages, 
“all bite and no chew,” which have 
their hygienic (though inedible) . 
plastic casings slipped off after 
processing and before packaging 
for sale. 
good news in convenience. 
foods : strudel paste js flown in 
weekly from Vienna;  home- 
produced quick frozen puff and 
short crust pastry is made from 
vegetable fat only. There are spit- 
roasted kosher chickens, which pro- 
vide a meal for six, for 25s. And 
besides familiz packaged 


chicken noodle soup, there are also 
Israeli chicken bouillon and pea 
soup. cubes, which reconstitute 
instantly on the addition of hot 
water. In some shops there are 
schmaltz herring fillets, prepared 
and wrapped. daily (happy idea), 


- while in others the frozen food 


cabinets have a section for indi- 
vidually wrapped tenderised steaks, 
as well as pot-ready chickens. 
There’s good news, too, in fac- 
tory and shop hygiene. Modern 
mincing machines for worsht and 
sausages have stainless steel, non- 
corroding plates, which are washed 


down regularly in germicidal 
detergent; and among _ other 
machinery fo reduce manual! 


handling there is an automatic 
“tift,”’. which feeds sausage meat 
automatically into the © skin. In 
good shops (and these are the onl) 


ones worth patronising), all cooked. 


meats, cream cheeses, and cooked 
salads (which are particularly liable 


to contamination) are stored in 


glass-fronted refrigerators, while the 
salads have the additional protec- 
tion of covered plastic containers. 

On the debit side some customers 
still smoke over the vegetable salad, 
and some assistants still handle 
cooked meats with hands instead of 
tongs, and (incredibly) slice meat on 
to an unprotected palm. No one 
(as far-as I know) has yet intro- 
duced pliofilm packs of salad for 
easy transport and storage, as they 
do in Denmark. And no one yet 
states how much meat there is 


included (as opposed to “ filler y 


on the wrapper of the salami.

CCORDING to an aphorism, 
current in the North-West 
London Jewish commun- 
ity where [ live, the. three-fold 
ambition of the successful Baal 
habayit is: a Rolls-Royce for 
his family, a mink coat: for his 
wife, and a seat for himself in 
Shool. And further, that 
while the first two goals have 
been achieved in quite a number 
of instances—after all, a new 
Rolls comes off the assembly 
lines every day and minks 75 
are still breeding—the third 
remains for many a dream, an 
elusive vision unobtainable at any 
price. 

Synagogues situated in centres 
of large Jewish populations have. 
like our roads lehavdil, long 
reached saturation point. It’s not 
simply that you can’t get more 
than a pint into a pint pot 3 you 
may squeeze sixty minyanimn into 
a building intended for only 
forty, but it is just impossible to 
fit in the clamouring hundred.

The prestige of being a “ per- 
manent-seat-man” makes him 
look down on the “ temporary- 
chair-man,”. who, in turn, scorns 
the *“ marquee-ites.” But even 
the last-named, at any rate, are 
on the shool premises, unlike the 
‘cinemagoers,” who -come very 
low down in the social scale. 
And what preferential treat- 
ment the synagogue-sitters have !

A Novelty 


‘Some years ago one large 
Metropolitan congregation, con- 
scious of these disquieting 
developments, bravely attempted 
to gather all its two thousand 
worshippers, kein. ayin hora, 
under one roof by confining the 
Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur 
services toa large local cinema, 
and consequently 
shool and. dispensing with all 
other overflow services. 

The first year it was quite a 
novelty.

This 
would achieve the enormous gain 
of having a fairly homogeneous 
congregation whom the minister 
could then harangue to his heart's 
content, chastising them for not 
keeping Shabbat and kashrut 
and other things, without any 
fear that he was .preaching to the 
converted. And these erstwhile 
outsiders and “ overflowniks’ 
would have the wind taken out 
of their sails ; no more grumbles 
about not being able to keep 
Judaism because they haven't a 
there you are, 
a best seat in the synagogue for 
Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur, 
what more could you .want? 
But what about the others, the 
displaced persons who give up 
their seats?

Faith in God 


The Baalshem once told the 
story of a poor Jewish peasant 
who was. making his way. to 
the city in order to spend the 
Day of Atonement in the syna- 
gogue. The peasant lost his way 
in a forest and he was. still 
wandering among the trees when 
Yom Kippur came. He had no 
machzor. or prayer-book of any 
kind with him, and, being very 
uneducated, he knew no. prayers 
by heart. But he had faith and 
he believed in God. So he sat 
down on a tree trunk and began 
to recite the Hebrew alphabet 
from N to. over over 
again, putting all the fervour he 
knew, his longings and desires, 
into. the recitation. Wafted. up 
to heaven, the. Hebrew: letters 
arranged themselves into the cor- 
rect and complete words of the 
Festival liturgy. The angels were 
amazed when God paid more 
attention to the isolated letters of 
the peasant than to the elaborate 
davening of worshippers in the 
synagogue.

INDING, Jewish writers— 
good Jewish  writers—in 
Britain is a difficult and 

disillusioning task.

In America the sheer, brute 
size of the community makes for 
diversity. . American, Jewry. has 
no moral superiority to Anglo- 
Jewry ; as Mr. Alfred Kazin has 
pointed out, the materialism can 
be just as gross. On the other 
hand, American Jewry has some-

thing which Anglo-Jewry simply 
does not possess; an- intelli- 
gentsia. More than that: an 
intelligentsia which. dominates 
American intellectual life. An 
American Jew does not have to 
escape from his community 
before he can find a= milieu 
sympathetic to the arts. An 
English Jew must. When he has 
made good his escape he 1s likely 
to find other Anglo-Jews who 
have trod the path before him ; 
but he will not be meéting them 
in a Jewish context. 

This begs certain questions, 
notably the whole agonising. pro- 
blem of Jewish segregation, 
which, to me at least, is abhor- 
rent. On the other hand, the 
whole history of literature shows 
that the artist writes best about 
his own community—and he can 
scarcely hope to write about. it 
if he is forced outside it. 


Alien Surroundings 


For the Jewish artist the pro- 
blem is more poignant still, for 
he ‘cannot mature until he comes 
to terms with his predicament 


as a Jew, and it is this predica- 


ment which is likely to provide 
him with his deepest source of 
inspiration. Sir Isaiah Berlin, 
‘in a. brilliant series of articles 
published in-this paper in 1951, 
analysed the reasons for the pre- 
ponderance of Jewish interpre- 
tative: over creative artists. The 


Jew, he pointed out, had to make. 


an intense, conscious attempt to 


adjust himself to his alien sur- 


roundings. This had the effect 
of making him intensely aware of 
every facet and nuance; more 
aware, indeed, than the average 


native. 
and self-consciousness hampered 
him in producing great works of 
art. The native artist, anchored 


But his very awareness 


in the tradition, living it and 
taking it for granted, had no such 
problems to distract him from 
his central purpose. 

The Anglo-Jewish writer is 
clearly going to find it very. difh- 
cult to write about Anglo- Jewish 
society, which has made it plain 
enough that it doesn’t want him 
and isn’t interested in him. ‘The 
antipathy is mutual; if he is 
disgusted, then the society is con- 
temptuous and bored. Alex- 
ander Baron, whose novels and 
short stories. about the last war 
surmount the problem, but in 
special circumstances, has said 
that there is no real cultural life 
in the community. “I suspect,” 
he adds, “ that we Jewish writers, 
with all our meetings and forums, 
perpetuate the illusion that a 
cultural. tradition exists.” 

The Anglo-Jewish writer who 

wants. to deal. with Gentile 
English life must negotiate two 


with its 


great. obstacles, the first 
place, however fully he may have 
assimilated into English life and 
society, his deepest roots are 
Jewish. His tensions, his pro- 
blems, his family background— 
the cradle of. 
character—will all be Jewish in 
essence. Can he really hope to 
become more than one of [saiah 
Berlin’s. great “interpreters,” a 
master of reportage’? Secondly, 
if he does live exclusively among 
English people, they are almost 
certain to come from the now 
anemic middle class, and there 
could be. no. less’ promising 
material for significant literature. 
The awful stasis of the contem- 
porary English novel bears 
witness to it; one is surrounded 
on .every hand by _ bloodless 
virtuosi. whose technique has 
utterly transcended their material, 
like a.loom without wool. 

~The Anglo-Jewish community, 
on the other hand, has vigour to 
vulgarity, which 
makes one envy all: the more 
those American: intellectuals who 
are able to have the best of two 
worlds. 


Jews into Gentiles 


To what extent and how are 


Jewish writers dealing with these 


problems? Peter Shaffer, in 
“Five Finger Exercise,” uses the 
simple expedient of -turning a 
Jewish family into a. Gentile 


one. As a result the play seems 


to me to lose in impact but to 
gain in general appeal. Of my 
own novels, two out of the last 
three have been set in Italy, but 
Orwell is right when he says that 


the soil of expatriation is too thin.

One of the most interesting 
recent attempts to solve the pro- 
blem has been Arnold Wesker's 


play “ Roots.” Even if it had not. 


succeeded dramatically——-and it 
does -—- “Roots” would — be 
remarkable for its author’s bold- 
ness. An East London Jew, born 
of immigrant parents, he is writ- 
ing about a community which 
might be a_ planet away—a 
family .of Norfolk peasants. 
Thanks to his ear for dialogue 
and his observation, he 
succeeds in making his ambiance 
live, convince, and finally move 
us. Wesker is only 27, and he 


has already written two plays of 


tremendous promise. 
“Chicken Soup With Barley,” 
dealt with a “ politically minded ” 
family of East End Jews, and 
showed the humour, the duck-to- 
water technique, the humanity 
and the solid moral basis which 


characterise “ Roofs” as well. 


Pointing the Way 

Wesker’s success in. creating 
so foreign a milieu in dramatic 
terms should be greatly encour- 
aging to. other Anglo-Jewish 
writers. It is certainly a tour 
de force» whether he can go- on 
from there to write, one day, a 
major drama with predominantly 
Gentile characters is a problem 
for the future. Meanwhile, like 
Alexander Baron in = “ The 
Human Kind,” he has certainly 
pointed the way. 

One solution which occurs to

compromise. It is possible. to 
write about a non-Jewish smilie 


while. making -use- of Jewish 
protagonists. Here one might be 


able to have one’s cake and eat

destroyed, and it is no matter for 
wonder that the Jews are, in 
more senses than one, an “ old” 
people. And from this it follows 
that we are likely to have more 
deaths than births. 


A study of family announce- 
ments in THE JEWisH CHRONICLE 
during the period under review 
shows. that there have been 2.521 
death announcements (1,357 male 
and 1,163. female*) as against 
1.943 births (1,017 male and 926 
female). 


These figures can be viewed in 
perspective only against the 
(doubtfully reliable) - general 
statistics of the Anglo-Jewish 
population. This figure is given 
by the “Jewish Year Book” 
(which relies on the estimate of 
Dr. Hannah Neustatter in “A 


.Minority in Britain” [Vallentine, 


Mitchellj)——as 450,000. The death- 
rate among the general popula- 
tion is approximately 11.7 per 
thousand; so that assuming: (a 
highly . debatable ~ proposition) 
that the Jewish death-rate is no 
higher, one would expect 5,265 
deaths per year. If that figure 
be accepted, then nearly half of 
all Jewish deaths are recorded in 
these columns.

Of 
these 531 came from Israel, and 
a further three thousand Israelis 
were registered for immigration. 

After holding office for 54 years, 
Rabbi Jacob Danglow retired from 
the. ministry of the St. Kilda’s 
(Melbourne) Congregation ; Rabbi 
Dr. Herman, of Harrow, was 
appointed to succeed him. There 
was controversy in Melbourne over 
the ruling of the Chief Rabbi 
against a mixed cemetery for 
Liberal and Orthodox Jews. — In 
Sydney a beginning was made with 
an extension to the Moriah Jewish 
Day School. The arrival of immi- 
grants from Egypt resulted in the 
formation of a. Sephardi congrega- 
tion there. Following representa- 
tions by the Executive Council of 
Australian . Jewry,. the Federal 
Budget, issued in August, promised 
exemption from income tax for 
restitution payments to victims of 
Nazism. 

In. South Africa public affairs 
continue to be overshadowed by 
the political situation. In October, 
after the new Prime Minister, Dr. 
Verwoerd, had taken office a dele- 
gation representing the local Board 
of Deputies’ waited on: him to 
tender their congratulations, and 
received from him the assurance 
that he would continue his prede- 
cessor’s policies towards the Jews 
of South Africa and the State of 
Israel. A short time afterwards 
the Deputies had occasion to pro- 
test against the dropping of. the 
“conscience clause protection 
against religious discrimination— 
from the Extension University Bull.

ISRAEL’S EXISTENCE ASSURED 


By 


SRAELIS are wont to accom- 
pany the progress of their 
State with frequent reviews of 

their problems and achievements 
and of past events and decisions 
which have led up to the present. 
The year just ended, which began 
with the tenth anniversary of ‘the 
establishment of the State, offered 
special opportunities to exhibit 
this national trait. 

Even in May, 1948, when it was 
born in the throes of. the. Arab- 
Jewish War, the State of Israel was 
no improvisation. Perhaps no other 
State has been so Tervently prayed 
for, so consciously and consistently 
planned, prepared, and fought for 
over such a long time: Yet Israel 
was founded under particularly 
inauspicious conditions, 
observers unfamiliar with the 
tenacity and the resilience’ of the 
Jewish . people well have 
doubted her chances of survival.

Two submarines and a 
number of Centurion tanks were 
sold to Israel by. Britain. 

But. Israel not only buys arms. 
Last year the Defence Ministry sold 
sizable quantities of ammunition 
and light arms produced in her 
plants to some countries in Western 
Europe and to customers — in 
America. 3 

One of these deals resulted in a 
Government ‘crisis in July, 1959. 
Some weeks earlier reports had 
appear red in the press about the 
sale. of several million. dollars’ 
worth. of anti-tank grenades to 
Western Germany..

assembly. To Hungarian Jewry 
this was an unexpected blow, indi- 
cating official disapproval of their 
desire to maintain closer links with 
Jewry outside, especially of a 
political nature. 

Perhaps the most isolated Jewish 
community in the Satellite countries 
is that of Czechoslovakia. The grim, 
depressing cloud of the Slansky 
trial still hangs over its head. Their 
contacts with Jewry abroad are only 
sporadic and of a very limited 
and, as jin Hungary, no 
emigration to Israel is permitted. 

The several thousand Jews in 
Bulgaria seem to have settled down 
to as normal a life as is possible 
for Jews under a Communist 
régime. A few of them occupy 
important positions in the admini- 
stration, and no serious restrictions 
against Jewish activities, apart from 
those of a Zionist nature, exist. 

Little is known of the tiny Jewish 
community in Communist Albania. 
This community, like the Albanians 
generally, is an isolated one and has 


not been able to establish any con- 


tacts whatever with Jewry abroad. 
There: are, of course, differences 
in the status and position. of the 


Jewish communities in the Soviet 
bloc. In Poland and Hungary, for 
example, they enjoy a certain 
measure of freedom denied to the 
Jews in Russia and Czechoslovakia. 
But the last year has shown that 
whatever the differences in the life, 
political, economical, and cultural, 
of Jewry in Eastern Europe, there 
is one grave disability they all share. 
They are all denied the opportunity 
of taking an active part, as does 
Jewry in the free world, in the 
rebuilding of Israel. _ Zionism in 
all these countries is taboo, and in 
this respect there was a hardening 
of attitude inspired, no doubt, by 
Russia’s continuous and jncreas- 
ingly hostile anti-Israel policies. 
Mr. Khruschev’s visit to the 
United States and his discussions 
with President Eisenhower con- 
tained a promise of the lessening 
of the tension of the cold war. It 
should lead to a friendher under- 
standing and co-existence between 
the two separate and distinct blocs-— 
the capitalist and the Marxist. This 
also holds out the promise of a pos- 
sible change in the Soviet attitude 
towards its Jewish minority anda

Apart from the social and ethical 
problems involved, there are several 
halachie points. which need. eluci- 
dation. Considerations of Space 
enable reference to only a few. 


Earliest Mention 


It may surprise many to- learn 
that no explicit reference to the 
custom of saying Selichot is-to be 
found in the Talmud, completed at 
the end of the fifth century c.z.. The 
earliest mention is in Gaonic litera- 
ture, where it appears to have been 
recited only during the Asseret 
‘Y’mai Tshuva, the Ten Days of 
Penitence. Moreover, these addi- 
tional supplications were recited 
not at midnight, but an hour 


or so before dawn—B’ashmoret 


Ha’ Boker, a phrase constantly 
repeated in our Selichot. The 
reason for getting up at sunrise for 
this purpose was due the 
accepted opinion that no supplica- 
tions (tahanun) should be voiced 
at night. 

Both R. Amram (821-875 c.z.), 
in his Siddur—the first prayer 
compilation of. its kind—and R. 
Hai Gaon (939-1038 c.£.)}—the last 
of the Gaonim, and a man highly 
esteemed by Jews throughout the 
world—refer to Selichot as having 
been said, in their days, just before 
dawn, and then only during the 
intervening days between Rosh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur. Side by

ascent of Moses to Sinai’s peak a 
third time to seek pardon for the 
Golden Calf episode. 

From = Maimonides — (Hilchot 
Tshuvah, iii, 4) it would seem that 
the custom was to repair to. the 
synagogue during the nights 
between Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippur, there to recite supplications 


{Tahanunim and: Kibbushin) until 


dawn. Since the Selichot are not 
so many as to take up more than 
an hour or two at the most, it is 
logical to assume that the service 
began just. before dawn. 

The aim of. this article is to pose 
the question: When is the more 
appropriate time to say the first 
Selichot—after _ midnight. or at 
dawn ? From our Codes it would 
appear that the dice are heavily 
loaded against midnight services, 
however attractive and novel these 
might be for the time . being. 


No Biblical Basis 


But as the prohibitions have 
actually no. Biblical basis, being 
only rabbinical in origin, the hold- 
ing of the first Selichot service 
after midnight is not barred either 
in the Galut or even in Eretz 
Israel. An excuse is also found 
for starting the Selichot-cycle after 
midnight, following the termination 
of the Shabbat, because it is during 
the first Ten Days of the year 
when God encourages US to seek 
Him. 

Obviously it is far better to 
recite Selichot at midnight than not. 
to recite them at all; but the con- 
sensus of Gaonic opinion was in 
favour of a sunrise service. Where 
midnight is favoured, there ts 
doubt whether the | specifically 
supplicatory prayers (Tahanunim) 
may be recited. Though on other 
nights Selichot could in times of 
emergency be recited before mid- 
night, this was not so, at the termi- 
nation of the Shabbat. That day 
casts a glow of joy for many hours 
afterwards ; but here again a state 
of emergency may alter conditions 
and established customs be momen- 
tarily swept aside. —

development. Not far from the 
Weizmann Institute near Rehovot 
an atomic reactor of the “swim- 
ming-pool” type is under construc- 
tion, which will serve for research 
and for the production of radio- 
active isotopes to be used for medi- 
cal purposes, and in industry and 
agriculture. 

Debates on the significance of the 
Jewish heritage for modern Israel 
occupied a prominent place in cul- 
tural life during the year under 


review. The futile quest for an 
official definition of the term 
“Jew” that would be acceptable 


to religious and non-observing 
Israelis alike even led to the first 
of the two Government crises of 
the year. 

Culturally sensitive young Israelis 


_-~especially some gifted writers— 


are acutely aware both of the 
impossibility of reviving traditional 
forms of Jewish life and of the 
vacuum which has arisen because 
old beliefs and spiritual values have 
not been replaced by new ones of 
convincing validity. Great efforts 
are being made by the Ministry of 
Education to teach “ Jewish Con- 
sciousness *"—~the meaning of which 
is much debated—in the schools. 
The undoubted pull of the ancient 
past on the imagination of modern

‘HE Jewish year now com- 

ing to an end cam be said to 

have begun. on Sunday, 
October 12, at 3.28 a.m. 

This. precise time is known 
not through the usual astronomi- 
cal observations which look to the 
heavens for days and dates. It 
is known because it was precisely 
when forty or fifty sticks of 
dynamite fixed time on the face 
of a clock in a synagogue; and 
sent shock waves _ through 
America’s Jewish community. 

The clock was in the Temple of 
the Hebrew Benevolent Congrega- 
tion, Reform synagogue in 
Atlanta, Georgia. The dynamiting 
formed the climax to a series of 
eleven other man-made. blasts 1n 
the South, six against Jewish, five 
against Negro public places, during 
the twelve months. 


Protest 


Revulsion spread through the 
land. President Eisenhower voiced

Rewards were posted by State, city, 
and private sources ; contributions 


totalling $27,000 came in almost: 


overnight to the Temple as offer- 
ings towards its $200,000 loss. The 
Legislators in 
Washington promised to speed laws 
making it a Federal crime to trans- 
port dynamite across State borders 
for criminal purposes. 

Six. months. later principal 
suspect the. dynamiting ‘was 


acquitted by a jury of his Southern” 


peers. 

A year later the pious promises 
of legislative action have not yet 
been fulfilled, bogged down as part 
of a general Civil Rights Bill which 
the Southern Congressmen have 
bottled up in committee. 

If the Jews throughout America, 
constituting the largest Jewish com- 


munity in the world with 5,260,000 


souls (American Jewish Committee 
Year Book estimate), were dis- 
turbed, the Jews in the South could 
be described as in a panic. The 


aftermath of the Supreme Court's 


decision in 1954, ordering an end 
to segregation in the schools, had 
brought out the old and created 
many new. white supremacist 
groups, especially the White 
Citizens’ Councils. To the South 
flocked the hate groups from other 
parts of the land, seeking more 
verdant acres, having wrung from 
other districts about all they could

Hate Literature 


Among the native and imported 
groups—and especially. among the 
loudest of them—were America’s 
best-known antisemites. | 

Some Jewish communities stood 
firm ; in others, members could not 
resist the pressure of the Citizens’ 
Councils and joined them. Jewish 
national defence organisations 
began to get demands from the 
South that they curb or end their 
activities on behalf of desegrega- 
tion. Some local affiliates, a num- 
ber of individual members, 
resigned.” But the organisations 
would not bow to this. 

But even as the American Jewish 
Committee reported that distribu- 
tion of hate and racist literature 
had reached a new post-war height, 
the leader of another national 
defence organisation, Dr. Joachim 
Prinz, of the American Jewish Con- 
gress, told American Jewry that 
antisemitism was no longer an issue 
of paramount concern in America. 
The problem, the Congress Presi- 
dent said, is one of spiritual, not 
physical, survival. To combat this, 
Rabbi Prinz said, the Jews must 
make a “ profound effort to commit 
themselves deeply and fully to the 
language, the literature, and the 
eternal hopes of the Jewish people.” 
Close contact must be maintained 
with Israel, “the greatest single 
source of Jewish values and Jewish 
culture.” 

It was—and is—precisely this 
question—the “ centrality of Israel” 
in American Jewish life, as some 


put it, and the depth and type ot 
Diaspora commitment to Israel- 
that is. bothering America’s 


national Jewish organisations (there 


are 200) the most. In fact, if there 
can be said to be a debate within 
American Jewish life, it is over this. 
For America’s largest “ service 
organisation, B'nai B'rith, it. was 
the theme laid down by its outgoing 
President, Mr. Philip Klutznick, at 
its convention in Jerusalem. 

To Mr. Klutznick, and to many 
others, including some the 
highest echelons of Zionist parties, 
it was. plain that the Diaspora 
would continue to exist and 
flourish. It was not Babylon or 
Jerusalem but Babylon Jeru- 
salem. 

But to the rink and file of Ameri- 
can Jewry there was no. debate. 
For. them -América’ is. not a 
Diaspora at all. but a parallel 
Jewish community to Israel's. 

Housing. discrimination’ against 
Jews was also brought out drama- 
tically during the year, when New 
York City’s Commission on Inter- 
group Relations issued. a_ report 
showing widespread barriers against 
minorities. in regard to, homes. 
These findings were backed and 
implemented by the Anti-Defama- 
tion League, the American Jewish 
Committee, and the American 
Jewish Congress. Most extreme 
was the village 
suburb just over the New. York 


City line, which was found to be 


completely judenrein. 

Some progress was made 
the year in the area of fair employ- 
ment practices. Two more. key

Grave Error 


It is beyond question that the 
Moroccan Government has com- 
mitted a prave error in showing 
itself less liberal than those of. the 
other Arab League States. And 
this error is directly contrary to 
the interests of Morocco, since it 
imbues the Jews of that country 
with the feeling that they are 
captives. One can only hope that 
King Mohammed will finally 
impose on certain of his. officials 
his own liberal wishes 

Finally, we must note, during the 
year that has just passed, the manv 
conjoint economic: enterprises that 
have been established between 
Israel and the Asian and African 
countries. 3 

These facts. must have their 
repercussions on the life of Jews 
in the Moslem countries The 
feeling that Israel has something 
of value to offer is growing among 
the nations of Asia and Africa, 
effecting a notable: breach in the 
wall of hostility with which some 
leaders of the Arab League would 
like to encircle the Jewish State.

The Pope’s action, it was perhaps 
too little reahsed, was in line with 
considerable work done in the past 
five years to try to improve 
Catholic teaching (and particularly 
catechism teaching) with regard to 
Jews, especially with reference to 
the Crucifixion story. The new 
Pope also took off some of the 
chill that had existed in Vatican- 
Isrdel_ relations, . decorating the 
Israeli envoy to Italy. ea 

Economically, the year was rather 


good, as Jews, along with . the 
general. population, shared in 


Europe's bouncing back from the 
recession of the previous year. The 
textile industry: and retail busi- 
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nesses in which many Jews are 
engaged, and which had been hard 
hit. made a fine recovery. aided by 
a very warm summer. Restitution 
and indemnification, upon which 
many Jews depend for income, 
made some progress, but not as 
much as had been hoped. Some 
1.900.000 individual claims, it was 
reported, had yet to be processed 
by . West German authorities.

Upheaval in Latin America 


IFE in many Latin American 
countries was predominantly 
influenced during the year 

under review by the increasing 
struggle against dictatorship.- The 
signs of this trend may be plainly 
seen in Argentina, which ousted 
the dictator Peron-on September 
16, 1955 and this was the begin- 
ning of a chain of democratic 
revolutions Latin. America. 
The year—with the revolutions 
which overthrew Marcos. Perez 
Jimenez. from Venezuela and 


Fulgencto Batista (January, 1959) 


from Cuba—as well as _ the 
increasing pressure against the 
régimes of Luis Somoza in Nica- 
ragua, General Trujillo. in the 
Dominican Republic, and General 
Alfredo Stroessner m Paraguay— 
has been a constant record of 
fighting against dictatorship. 


Labour Unrest 


The other outstanding factor al! 


over Latin America . was _ the 
economic one, with inflation and 
devaluation rampant—except in 
Venezuela, which obtains the 


highest revenue per capita from 
oil—and poverty - afflicting the 
population, as a consequence of 


which there was endless trade union . 


unrest and strikes, which sometimes 
threatened to bring economic life 
to stagnation. , 

These events did not specifically 
affect the Jewish . community, 
though, like others, they suffered 
from them—especially in Cuba, due 
to drastic land reform and the 
heavy drop in the rental value of 
real estate decreed by the Govern- 
ment. 

None of the Jewish communities 
of Latin America is of long stand- 
ing. The Argentinian, the oldest 
one, on August 14, 1959, celebrated 
seventy years of Jewish agricultural 
colonisation. The Jewish popula- 
tion of Latin America (excluding 
Mexico) is esiimated as being 
between 650,000 and 750,000, out 
of a general population of about 
160 millions. About 60 per cent-— 
i.e., 400,000 to 450,000—live in

students in Argentina only), and 
occupy an outstanding position in 
scientific work and political life. 
There are, nevertheless, some small 
ultra-nationalist Nazi and Ku-

and influences, who lose no oppor- 
tunity of attacking the Jews.

Jews here feel a new sense of 
dignity. Many scientists. writers, 
artists, and leading politicians have 
lately visited Israel. 

The two-month tour of Latin 
America by the Israeli Foreign 
Minister, Mrs. Golda Meir, during 
the current vear, was greeted 
with great enthusiasm by all the 
South American peoples. 


Interest in Israel 


Though the Zionist Organisation 
in South America is impotent— 
except perhaps. in Chile—on 
account of the disorder and chaos 
introduced by the monopoly of the 
parties on the East European and 
Israeli patterns, which are not 
adaptable to local conditions and 
the Latin-American way of life, the 
Zionist idea and interest in the State 
of Israel are ever growing. The 
United Jewish Appeal had a record 
year, with about 
dollars for all Latin America, while 
Bonds have made more than two 
million dollars. During the eleven 
years of the existence of the State 
of Israel about 8,000 Jews have 
emigrated from Latin America to 
Israel. 


Recently many Jews have entered _ 


the political life of the various 
countries as Members of Partlia- 
ment and in other outstanding 
posts.

Cultural Activities 
One of the most striking develop- 


ments in Latim American Jewry is 
the growing process of awakening 


of the Sephardim, _ principally 
through thetr integration with 


locally-born Ashkenazim, and the 
influence of the State of Israel. 
Special permanent Sephardic dele- 
gates have been sent from Israel 
by the Jewish Agency for pro- 
moting cultural work. 

Latin American Jewry ts fighting 
desperately for imtegration in local 
life without assimilation. Great 
assistance against assimilation is 
being given by the State of Israel. 
This process is also fostered by 
Jewish. education.... About 20 per 
cent of all school-age children enter 
Jewish schools, and tens of first- 
class Israeli teachers give instruc- 
tion in South American Jewish 
schools. But the problem of 
“retention”. handicaps Jewish 
education, because many pupils 
leave after their second or third 
year. In order to consolidate 
Jewish schooling there has lately 
been a tendency to transform it into 
an integral system, combining its 
curriculum with the programme of 
the State schools. Argentina has 
already some “integral” schools, 
and others are developing. 

On the whole, Latin American 
Jewry has made important strides 
in all fields durimg the year. It |s 
to be expected that within a few 
years South American Jewry will 
take the lead among the most 
progressive and consolidated Jewish 
comraunities ja the Diaspora.

VERYTHING written about

By all accounts they 
have gone out of their way to 
provide first-class service, and 
although their charges are neces- 
sarily a trifle higher than those 
made by equivalent non-Jewish 
establishments they have offered a 
standard of cuisine and comfort 
up to the best standards “obtain: 
able anywhere in the world. — 


On the Continent 


Curiously enough, the weather 
on the Continent,. particularly in 
Southern Europe, has not fulfilled 
the promises about sun-drenched 
shores: that the foreign tourist 
people blithely made: This particu- 
larly applies to Italy, where there 
was rain and cloudy skies. Still, 
conditions were not bad enough to 
spoil anyone's holiday, there: being 
many bright spells. France was the 
principal. country for Jewish 
motorists. 

Most motorists made straight for 
Paris, and then-on to Switzerland 
and Italy, or down to the French 


Riviera to Monte Carlo. and thence 


across the Italian border. All the 
Italian seaside resorts were crowded 
with Jews. : 

In all these places there was, 
Nebbich! one tiny venture in the 
form of a kosher _ pension- 
restaurant, alas! with none too 
remarkable results. I really cannot 
understand the hypocrisy of our 
people (condoned in a conspiracy of 
silence about the matter), who insist 
on kashrut (necessarily supervised 
by the Beth Din, too) when in Eng- 
land, only openly to abrogate every 
dietary law when abroad, | 

The one country in which the flag 
of kashrut still proudly flies is Bel- 
gium, where, principally at Knocke, 


there are very good, strictly Ortho- 


dox, hotels. Holland, too, had a 
very good Jewish season, and prac- 
tically every one of our_ people 
makes his way to the Anne Frank 
House in Amsterdam. Year by 
year there have been increasing 
numbers of Jewish visitors to Scan- 
dinavia, and this year’s Maccabiah 
in Copenhagen was instrumental in 
making this season’s Anglo-Jewish 
representation in Denmark a 
record one. 

Jews have always been the most 
consistent patrons of cruising holi- 
days. This year the Royal Mail 
Lines arranged for a call to be 
made by the luxury liner Andes 
(now being refitted for a permanent 
cruising career) at Haifa. This 
experiment proved a tremendous 
success, and all the ship’s passen- 
gers, Jewish and non-Jewish, voted 
the call the most attractive feature 


of the entire trip. It is to be hoped

Hochheimer Héhe near Worms, 
this, with its splendid mortuary, 
survived the Nazis tempest. The 
old cemetery was wrecked on the 
night of November 9, £938, 
especially the roof-rafters of the 
Bet Hatmather:; but ‘the Gentile 
curator of the City Monuments 
argued with the Gestapo at the gate 
itself, and saved the cemetery from 
destruction. Damage was done in 
1945 by Allied bombs, destroying 
several of the most valued tomb- 
stones and dislodging countless 
others. But the majority have been 
found) and repaired: the Bet 
Hatinather was rebuilt in 1956. the 
inner gate and the outer walls 
restored (in the course of which 
SIX ancient tombstones came to 
light), and the whole entrance 
rebuilt in correct style. The ceme- 
tery is now in good condition and 
municipally maintained. 


Damage to Synagogue 
With the cemetery restored and 


the ghetto unharmed, far graver 
has been the fate of the synagogue. 


Built in 1034 in two sections: the 


men’s synagogue in Romanesque 
style and the women’s in Gothic, 


it acquired through nine centuries 


numerous embellishments ; such as 
the sculptured remains on the porta! 
of the men’s synagogue (damaged 
in the troubles of 1615), the Ark 
with its crowns. and impressive 
curtain, and ancient brass candle- 
Sticks with sculptured figures. The 
chapel, named after the great. Rabbi 
Rashi of Troves (1040-1105), con- 
tained many treasures: one. may 
mention the chair reputed to have 
been used by Rashi, and two parch- 
ment prayer-books of 1272, with 
Miniature paintings. Precious 
archives were also stored in the 
synagogue. 


The whole building was burnt 
out and dynamited by the Nazis: 
but the silver and. Scrolls were 
saved, while all the archives of the 
Jewish congregation were Photo- 
stated and retained in - the city 
archives. The’ originals, as well as 
valuable ancient MSS. and. Scrolls 
—some of them granting official 
privileges to the community—were 
sent to Jerusalem in 1957. Luckily 
the stones—including. the capitals 
—remained on the site and were 


salvaged, as was the Rashi chair,

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A GREAT EVENT

The visit of the New . York 
Philharmonic Orchestra to Festival 
Hall tomorrow week must be 


accounted one of the great events of 
the autumn .season, especially as 
Leonard Bernstein is conducting. 

The concert affords an opportunity 
at last to hear music by Charles Ives, 
a. composer who lived. and worked 
almost unnoticed in America until the 
last years of his life. Now, belatedly, 
it has beem discovered that he was as 
advanced and daring an innovator in 
music as a number of the composers 
who in the decades between the two 
world wars. achieved notoriety or 
fame. He experimented with micro- 
tones, with writing in two simultane- 
ous keys, with atonalism, and, more 
important, used these techniques to 
subserve his purpose of making 
memorable music. | 

We over here know so little about 
him. that we can only wait to hear 


whether “The Unanswered Ques- 
tion,” which is being played to- 
morrow, is really great. 


Besides Brahms’s first 
good test for any orchestra and con- 
ductor, the rogramme ircludes 
Mozart’s pianoforte concerto K.453, 
in which Bernstein will play the solo 
as well as conduct. He is a brilliant 
pianist, and Mozart is one of. his 
great loves ; some time ago he made 
it quite clear im an interview that 
he believes in this “combined 
operation” not simply because 
Mozart did it, but because it ensures 
the finest possible | performance of 
Mozart’s piano concertos. He is not 


the first to revive this practice, for 
Bruno Walter used to do it. But | 
have little doubt that it will be 
justified tomorrow evening. 

Next Thursday evening is another 
big night in music, for the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra, under its 
conductor William Steinberg, will 
have Artur Rubinstein to play the 
solo — in Brahms’s second piano 
concerto. This is a ‘performance one

Down, down, past the potash works, 
the hills of white salt, and the drying 


pans full of Dead Sea water, down 
into. the northern end of the. rift 
valley, which. runs: far ithto Africa. 


We stopped at Sodom A tiny. col- 
lection of cafés,.a youth hostel, and 
some tents—the lowest point on earth, 
1,292 feet below sea level ; and in this 
valley lay the Dead Sea, very flat, 
grey as its surroundings, and torpid. 
We stepped into its opaque water and 
our feet dried white, covered in salt. 

At the Weizmann memorial, among 
the flowers in a riot of colour, the 
blossoms, and the soft, sweet murmur 
of bird-songs, stands a wall. Words 
are engraved on this wall—words of 
faith and optimism, spoken by Chajm 
Weizmann in 1948 at the. dawn of 
new era: “I feel sure that science 
will bring to this land both peace 
and a renewal of its youth, creating 
here the springs of a. new spiritual 
and material life.” The Land of the

THE MEANING OF ROSH 


HE Jewish New Year begins 
on the first of Tishri when, 
according to rabbinic tradi- 
tion, the world was created. 
In the Bible, however, the Festival 
is called Yom Terua (the day ol 
sounding the Shofar) and Zichron 
Terua (memorial of the blowing 
of the Shofar). In our. prayer 
books it is also known as Yom 
Hazikaron (the Day of Memorial) 
and Yom Hadin (the. Day of 
Judgment). On Rosh Hashana, 
in the words of the Mishna, we 
pass before God for judgment and 
must account to Him for our 
everyday actions. Our prayers, 
therefore, emphasise the solemnity 


of the occasion and express our: 


confidence in God’s justice and 
mercy. 

* * 
‘Rosh Hashana: is observed for 


two days and the central. feature 
of. the. synagogue. service 1s the 
blowing of the shofar, which was 
sounded on all important occasions. 
lis: shrill. tone was heard the 
Revelation on Mount. Sinai; 
warned the. people of impending 
battle; and is spoken of. by the 
prophets aS a means of Stirring the 
conscience: of the people to con- 
sider their actions.. The shofar. on 
Rosh Hashana thus reminds us to 
reflect on our past deeds, to seek

from God to 
ways in the future. 

The shofar is made out of a 
ram's horn, for it was believed that 
the Binding of Isaac, when a ram 
was offered up in his stead, took 
place on the first day of Tishri. 
During the synagogue service a 
minimum of one hundred notes are 
blown, of which there are three 
variations: the Tekia—a long -note 
with an abrupt ending; Shevarim 

three short “ broken” notes; 
and the Terwa—nine quick “ waver- 
ing. notes.

Many customs are associated 
with the Festival. The reader and 
minister wear a white Aiffel or robe 
as. a symbol purity and 
humility. After kiddush ts. recited 
we partake of-an apple dipped in 
honey to symbolise our hopes for 
a sweet and happy year. The. cere- 
mony Known. as Tashlich takes 
place on the afternoon of the first 
day; or if this be a Sabbath, on the 
second day. Prayers for forgive- 
ness are recited at the banks of a 
river and include the verse from 
the Book of Micah:. “And Thou 
wilt cast (Tashlich) all their sins 
into the depths of the sea (vii, £9).

RABBI JACOB ELPERN 


Rabbi Jacob Elpern, who. served 
the Yeshiva / Etz Chaim, Thrawl 
Street, E.1, for more than forty years 
as teacher and lecturer, died on 
Thursday of last week in London in 
his 75th year. 


He was born in Lithuania and came 
to England before the: First World 
War. He is survived by his widow. 

Rabbi N. OrRpDMAN, Menahel of. the 
Yeshiva, writes: With the death of 
Rabbi Elpern, the Yeshiva Etz Chaim 
and the Anglo-Jewish community 
have lost an outstanding scholar and 
teacher. Rabbi Elpern combined 
great Talmudic scholarship with a 


vast and intimate knowledge of Tnach 
and Jewish history. 

During his years at the Yeshiva 
he endeared himself to all by his love 
and devotion to the teaching of the 
Torah. To all his pupils he was 
both a Rebbe and an inspiration; 
always willing to give of his. time 
and knowledge. He symbolised the 
highest ideals of a teacher in Israel, 
and it was very common for both 
father and son to have enjoyed his 
guidance. Yet throughout ‘he 
remained humble and unobtrusive. 
Always out of the limelight, it was

“Investment advice in the period 
immediately prior to a. General 
Election must. necessarily be so 
hedged around with qualifications as 
to reduce its value very considerably.” 
In these words a_ leading firm of 
brokers begins its customary monthly 
market letter. The position is prob- 
ably even more clouded at the present 
time because the Jasper affair has 
now become a_ definite election 
factor, both sides having switched 
propaganda, to some extent, to ‘cover 
this latest development. 

Stock market business is dwindling. 
reflecting the fact that the shrewd 
investor has reviewed his position and 
is now prepared to await events. The 
present day-to-day business is of the 
“bread and butter” variety and is 


likely to remain so throughout next 
week. 


Cestain’s Major Interest 
Even so some _ investors will be 


prepared to choose long-term invest- 
ments which are not exceptionally 


vulnerable to politics, and where they. 


will be prepared to ignore short-term 
fluctuations. Such shares might be 
found in the civil engineering sections. 
one being Richard Costain, where 
interest has been focused by recent 
happenings because. it sold — the

Economic negotiations between 
Israel and eleven European countries 
are taking place secretly’ Paris.
